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Signs of yesterday 


In those adolescent years of our 
towns -- Deseronto, Picton, Napanee 
-- walls used to have mouths. Setting 
up a new plant or store was an asser- 
tion of yourself, an act of faith. When 
you'd laid your foundations and raised 
your walls, you wanted to be sure that 
the world knew who you were, what

you stood for, and what you had to 
offer. 

The early town fathers had never 
heard of zoning laws and laid down on- 
ly the pattern of streets. What grew 
up along the sidewalks was acknowled- 
ged to be strictly the business of who- 
ever put it up. Along the Main Streets, 
those who could afford it piled up three 
storeys of brick and, if these stood ad- 
jacent to a one-storey neighbour or on 
a corner lot, they also acquired a wall 
as a billboard. 

The eyes of prospecting sign paint- 
ers must have glistened whenever they 
spotted such buildings rising above 
Main Street. Storefront nameboards 
may have been their bread and butter, 
but blank sidewalls were something 
else, inviting boldness both in imagi- 
nation and execution. 

Erect in white coveralls on their 
frail gantries, the old sign painters 
could sustain excitement along Main 
Street for days as their grand design 
spread downward and outward over the 
raw red or yellow brick. Small boys 
on errands were lost for hours. Neigh- 
bouring store owners had difficulties 
keeping clerks behind their counters. 

Men who posted bills, slapdoshing their 
pictures on billboards with daring, were 
mere tumblers in comparison to the high- 
wire artists of the painted sign. 

It was a performance partly of sus- 
pense, withyno climax and no respon- 
sive storm of applause. Act completed, 
the painters would quietly dismantle 
their scaffolding and pack it on the 
wagon with the brushes and paintpots, 
collect their fees, and journey on in 
hope of new blank walls. The message

It is 100 years since Edison invent- 
ed the phonograph. It is 7 years since 
John and Mary Black began collecting 
old, rare records. And it is in no time 
ot all that their hobby has grown on on 
international scale to something near 
stamp and coin collecting -- and when 
records pass these two old standards, 
it will be the Blacks on the crest of the 
wave, 

The couple impress you os people 
who just might try something like mak- 
ing living at vintage record auctions 
by mail. They live on a form back 
north of Roblin--in the kitchen there 
is an electric stove on one wall, and 
an old woodstove on another. In the 
living room, there is a modern stereo 
and tope-recorder in the west end, and 
on antique gramophone in the east end. 
It seems fitting that they should live 
their working lives with one foot in 
the past ond one foot in the future. 


Selling rare records by mail is 
a highly competitive venture -- there 
are plenty of collectors indulging in 
auctions by mail -- but the Blacks are 
doing their best to be that -- the best. 


The "auctions" are carried out 
by mail. A collector publishes a cata~

Mrs. Chris Misener, who has been 
collecting glass items as a hobby over 
the past years has recently opened a 
display room in her home, situated on 
Highway 33 between Picton and Bloom- 
field.

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Ice fishing “red hot” 


"The sport of ice fishing is becom- 
ing more and more popular", says Frank 
Toy lor, Fisheries Management Officer 
for the Nopanee District Office of the 
Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources. 
People seem to have more spare time, 
he says, and snowmobiles have made 
backwoods lakes easily accessible. The 
sport itself is less rugged nowadays. 
because of the wide range of modern, 
portable equipment available 

Walking out and sitting in a rough, 
dimly lit hut, shivering and shaking 
is a thing of the past for the ice fisher- 
man. He is now more likely to be 
found bundled up in his snowmobile 
suit, relaxing on a fold out chair inside 
a weatherproof shelter, comforted by 
his handwarner, thermos, gas light 
and perhaps even a Coleman stove. 

In Prince Edward, Hastings and 
Lennox and Addington Counties, the 
season for yellow pickerel and pike 
is open until March 31st. 

Mr. Taylor says the fishing on 
West Lake, especially, is "red hot" 
this year. An artificial bait called a 
"Swedish pimple" is being used, a 


silver lure which is jigged under the ice. 


Some of the fishermen use live 
minnows as bait, usually when they 
want to catch pike or yellow perch. 

Fishermen have found that they 
have better catches in the morning or 
evening, rather than in the afternoon. 

"Pollution hasn't had an awful lot 
of effect on the fish population" says 
Mr. Taylor, "however, litter is becom-

ing a major concern." Fines are now 
being enforced for littering the ice. 

Mr. Taylor had several suggestions 
to make to the ice fishermen. He 
strongly recommends taking along a 
barbecue, rather than building their 
own fire on the ice. He also suggests 
that, although pickerel and pike are 
status fish, that they should not be 
fished too heavily, because this causes 
a lack of predators in the system. He 
suggests that fishermen should, perhaps 
turn their attention to perch instead. 

Although a license is not required 
for Ontario residents, there ore reg- 
ulotions pertaining to the sport - such 
as the catch limit, and restrictions on 
the methods used. Pamphlets stating 
these rules and regulations may be 
obtained from any Natural Resources 
office.

Town solicitor Jack Ward said the 
bonding company was responsible for 
the full amount for all the services -- 
a total of about $138,000 -- but only 
part of that, about $50,000, would 
be required to complete the unfinished 
work, 


The Pitt Street Condominium units 
have been in the news for more than 
two years. The original builders, 
Jaye| Developments Limited encount- 
ered all kinds of problems ranging from 
building too narrow road allowances, 
forcing the deeding of the land to the 
town of Picton, thus creating lots too 
small to be sold, to installing sewage 
lines several feet below the town lines.

River dredging expensive? 


Every summer the Napanee River 
becomes clogged with weeds that cover 
large portions of the estuory, and often 
close the river to boat traffic. 

Napanee Reeve Ernest Marshall 
expressed doubt however at Monday's 
council meeting that the river should 
be dredged. "How much can the peo- 
ple of Napanee pay to get half a do- 
zen boats up that river?" he questioned 
council.

Figures released last week by the’ 
Hastings and Prince Edward health unit 
show 113 cases of gonorrhea and 3 
cases of syphilis were treated in 1976. 

The figures represent an increase 
of 62 per cent over the number of cases 
handled by the unit in 1975. In that 
year 68 cases of gonorrhea and four 
cases of syphilis were reported. 

A majority of the people who con- 
tacted the diseases were over 18 years 
of age, said o health unit official. 

A suggested reason for the increase 
is that more cases of venereal disease 
are reported, partially attributable to 
better general education on the di- 
sease.

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Letters BEEF STABILIZATION - GOVERNMENT ON DEAD END ROAD - PRINCE EDWARD CATTLEMAN 


January 6/77 
Senator Hazen Argue 


Ottawa, Ontario 
Dear Sir: 

Your beef inquiry will undoubted- 
ly receive many contradictory submis- 
sions, and much abuse. | hope you will 
have the fortitude and equanimity not 
only to look at the chaotic beef indus- 
try as it is today -- but also as it might 
be say ten years hence, 

If you can do that then it becomes 
much easier to understand how and why 
cattlemen seem to be such a divided 
group and why their blood pressure seems 
to be higher than the national average. 

As a farmer and a cattleman and 
until recently director of the Ontario 
Cattlemens' Association may | offer my 
explanations of the current state of the 
industry ? 

First and foremost | belive that the 
industry is about to undergo some pro- 
found changes -- and, as the very lead- 
ers of the cattlemen do not understand 
the changes that are about to take place 
-- they are frustrated -- and they tend 
to bark -- but they are not sure what to 
bork at. 

A little perspective tells me that 
for thousands of years beef has been rai- 
sed on the open range (or posture) and 
sold directly thence to the market. This 
system is still practiced in most parts of 
the world, particularly in such promi- 
nent beef producing countries as Argen- 
tina and Australia. 

It is only in the past twenty years or 
so that beef in North America hos been 
following a different route. That is fol- 
lowing the introduction of a system 
whereby calves were moved from the 
range (or pasture) to what is called a 
feed-lot. 

The idea of feeding cheap grain by 


various automated mechanisms to cattle 
kept in a confined space worked well for 
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a while and even the consumer was lead 
to believe that such grain fed beef wos 
somehow superior to grass fed beef. The 
packing houses certainly must have wel- 
comed the change since they could buy 
beef of uniform quality in large lots. 

But to assume that this type of sys- 
tem (or chain of steps) will continue for 
years to come is dangerous and leads to 
precisely the kind of conflicts which ore 
so prevalent in the industry today -- 
namely the sharp divisions between cow 
-calf men and feed-lot men. 
that the vested interests of the packing 
houses (who support the latter) and the 
breeder of exotic new varities (who are 
not sure whom to support) and you have 
a real can of worms. 

If, on the other hand, you can vis- 
ualize a future beef industry of say five 
or ten years hence which will revert to 
more traditional ways of producing meat 
-- then the reasons for the conflicts be- 
come more readily understandable -- 
and above all your commission could 
lead the way in creating a better under- 
standing of where wea 
standing of where we are going. 

What | am saying in effect is that 
the feed-lots as we have known them for 
the past few decades are not likely to be 
with us much longer. They were (and 
are) a temporary phenomenon which ow- 
ed its existence to cheap oil and cheap 
energy -- o phenomenon which will ra- 
pidly fade away. 

Here briefly are some of the reasons 
why feed-lots will disoppear: 


1) The cost of producing grains will 
increase proporticnally to the cost of 
oil (energy, fertilizers, weedkillers, 
pesticides, and the steel needed to 
build farm machinery) . 

Since it takes many pounds of grain 
to produce one pound of beef this cost 
increase will escalate geometrically and 
drastically and will put the price of 
grain-fed beef quickly beyond the-reach 
of most people. 

2) The increase of the world's 
population will irrevocably make 
demonds on all surplus grains and 
drive their price up well post the 
cost of production - and if the world's 
climate is indeed about to go even 
slightly astray then we can look for 
frequent crop failures in the northern 
Canadian and Russian latitudes (and 
we know what that does to the prices

from past experience). 

3) The consumer will sooner or 
later come to realize that meat pro- 
duced under artificial conditions on 
an artificial diet is not nearly as health- 
ful nor as nutritious as meat produced 
under natural conditions. Dr. Michael 
Crawford ot the Nuffield Institute of 
Compaoritive medicine in London has 
documented this amply. His chemical 
analyses are complex but his conclusion: 
ore simple. In his opinion the large 
increases of heart diseases in western 
man can be attributed to the consump- 
tion of these artificially grown meats. 
(It is interesting to note here that 
neither the Canadian Heart Association 
nor our Universities have shown any 
interest in this type of research.) 

4) Raising beef on the range is 
labour intensive while raising beef 
in a feed-lot is capital intensive. The 
two sectors of the industry attract 
totally different people. It is there- 
fore not difficult to conjecture that 
the cow-calf farmer will continue to 
lead his life of quiet desperation as 
Henry Thoreau observed, whereas the 
feed-lot operator will suffer heavy 
losses two, at the most times three 
times and then he will irrevocably 
pull his capital out and seek more 
rewarding investments in some other 
field. 

Thus, no amount of future govern- 
ment subsidy or loss insurance scheme 
will ever be as attractive to a feed- 
lot man as a Canada Savings Bond or 
a few first mortgages here and there - 
so his tenure (or future tenure) in beef 
must be questioned! 

5) Feed-lots in Ontario (and | 
suspect elsewhere) have come to rely 
heavily on the shipment of stockers 
and feeders from Alberta and Saskatch 
ewan. The price of oil (or energy) is 
bound to crimp this style in the next 
few years. It is difficult to obtain any 
accurate projections of future costs of 
transportation from any source — let 


alone the government - but I venture 
to say that whereas it costs about five 
cents a pound all told to transfer young 
beef from the west to an eastern feed- 
lot, this price is very likely going to 
be ten cents a pound three or four years 
hence. It doesn't matter whether they 
are shipped by rail, by truck or live or 
os carcasses, the price of all forms of 
transportation will double - and as a 
result the entire industry will have to 
change orientation. 

6) The keeping of beef in a con- 
fined feed-lot has led to the emergence 
of all manner of diseases caused by

stress and spread by the animals’ prox- 
imity. Antibiotics were at first effective 
but it has become increasingly evident 
that disease organisms are developing 
immunity to antibiotics with increasing 
speed. At the present time our man- 
ufacturers are still able to keep ahead 
of the organisms, by introducing new 
antibiotics - but the veterinarians 
of the Federal Animal Health Division 
can confirm that the lead time avail- 
able is getting shorter and shorter. 
Already there have been incidences of 
abuse of antibiotics - if the Federal 
Government will indeed become more 
stringent in enforcing inspections then 
this lead time will soon be zero and a 
few feed-lot men will find that their 
losses are way beyond the ability of 
any stabilization program to cure - 
ergo they will get out of the beef 
industry . 
7) Finally there is the recent 
emergence of two concerns which to 
me appear to be at odds with each 
other. These are on the one hand o 
concern for land use planning and the 
disappearance of good farm land and 
on the other hand the introduction of 
so called exotic new breeds of cattle. 
At first glance the two do not 
seem to be related. But they ore! Nine 
tenths of the claims made by the new 
breeds are based on the animal's ability 
to put on weight rapidly if fed grain 
(or silage) - never have | seen a new 
breed introduced because it could 
survive further north in colder latitudes 
or becouse it could subsist on poorer 
land or poorer pasture. But if we ore 
indeed concerned with how effectively 
we use our oroble land, would it not 
moke sense that we should be looking 
for breeds that can convert the other- 
wise useless northern scrublands into 
some edible meats? 

Am I going too far afield? | don't 
think so! If the Canadian Government 
wishes to stablilize the industry in 
order to buy a few votes then what | 
say has no bearing on its decisions. If 
on the other hand, the Government 
wants to propose viable plans for the 
future meat supplies of the nation - 
then it must recognize the utter arti- 
ficiolity of the present system - and 
for better or for worse make o few 
people aware that they ore travelling 
a dead end rood.

The main objective of the Reptile 
Breeding establishment is, os their 
name suggests, the breeding and 
rearing of endangered species of 
reptiles, which will become extinct 
in the wild within a very short time. 
Because an aversion to reptiles is 
common, these creatures are per- 
secuted more than others, and if 
rare species are to survive, it will 
be through the work of establishments 
such as the one near Cherry Valley. 

Results of their work is published 

in international scientific and pro— 
fessional journals. The staff of the 
Foundation maintain an active corr—- 
espondence with zoos and institutions 
round the world. They also have one 
of the finest herpetological libraries 
in Canada, which is available to 
professionals in related fields, many 
of whom travel to Canada just to 
visit the Foundation and examine 
their facilities. 

In their continuing efforts to 
serve the community and build up 
good public relations, plans are afoot 
for creating further information sheets 
and study plans. They are in the 
process of preparing a slide present- 
ation, which would be available to 
‘any group at no cost. There are also 
plans for a lecture series which would 
include field trips, and plans for the 
donation of books and educational 
materials to the libraries and schools 


within the county.

Hydro voltage cuts interrupted 
production Monday at Lake Ontario 
Cement, and other companies which 
receive 'B' type power, Jack Muir of 
Ontario Hydro's public relations de- 
partment in Belleville told the Scan- 


ner yesterday . 

'B! type power, which customers 
receive at a discount rate with the 
proviso it may be cut, wos reduced in 
voltage by 3% at 8:00 am, ond 5% at 
1:00 pm, in order to supply Michigan 
which wos faced with a blackout situ- 
ation. 

The U.S. difficulties with station 
breakdowns was resolved by lote after- 
noon, and full power wos returned to 
Loc.

"The dramatic growth in commun- 
ity support places across the Province 
in the past six months is due in part to 
more effective delivery of programs 
both at the ministerial level and local 
level through the district working 
groups," said Mr. Taylor.

"We need to bridge the gap be- 
tween living in an institution and going 
out into the community," the Minister 
said.

"But this planning and expansion 
could not have taken place without 
conimunity and public support. Each 
group, home, workshop and support 
project is a result of major and con- 
certed efforts by Ontario communities.

He says that tomorrow Toronto 
will be a big centre for the sale of 
doll houses -- they are a big fad now 
in the United States, and it is only a 
matter of time. 

The doll houses in the States are 
often mass produced now -- we don't 
think Connolly will be trapped in the 
fad's momentum -= after its gone, we 
think he'll still be spending a month 
or more on individual doll houses, 
sculpting, bringing the father-to-son 
tradition of craftsmanship, ina single 
generation to Canada.

At our Tyendinaga Territory we 
have an area of land now called 
Shannonville that is under an 1830 
lease. There is not one chance ina 
thousand that this so called lease 
would stand up in Federal court! 
From its inception the lease was in- 
valid or void. This could be proven 
to the satisfaction of the court on 
any one of the following points. 

1. The said lease is in violation 
of the Treaties of the Six Nation 
People and also in violation of various 
British legal documents. (Two Row 

Wampum Treaty, Gun Shot Treaty 
and numerous Treaties; Atlantic 
Charter, British North America Act, 
Proclamation of 1763 as well as 
numerous other Documents and Royal 
Proclamations.) International law 
would weigh heavily in the decision 
of the court. International law states 
“A successor state must honour the 
commitments entered into by the 
mother state." 

2. The said lease is in violation 
of the Simco Deed of 1793. 

Since the Indian Act was enacted 
numerous incidents have taken place 
in the leased area that have been in

A decision from the Ontario 
Labour Relations Board on the cert- 
ification of a union at 4B Manufact- 
uring will be made within the next 
two weeks. 


The announcement was made 
following a 90-minute hearing last 
week, in which 4B, the United Gar- 
ment Workers, and workers opposing 
the union made their final present- 
ations to the OLRB. 

The factory on the Tyendinaga 
Reserve has been embroiled in the 
controversy since September, when 
union representatives encouraged 
and succeeded in getting most em- 
ployees at the plant to register with 

the union. H.D. Lee company in 
Napanee has the same union, and 
the representatives were said to come 
from that company - 

Less than a month after the 
factory workers had registered with 
the union, a petition was circulated 
and most withdrew their support for 
it. 

A difference of legal opinion 
has arisen in the case, in that the 
OLRB ruled last year that Indians 
working ina reserve factory have the 
same rights as all others in the pro- 
vince.

David Feldbruegge seemed to put 
Newburgh in a different light. “I 
thought he handled it very well," 
said President Cummings Daverne, 
pointed out things we hadn't even 
thought of ." 

"I'm not a historian, " Mr. Feld- 
bruegge told a meeting of the Lennox 
and Addington Historical Society Sot- 
urday night, "but a regional planner.” 

Nevertheless, from there on Feld- 
bruegge, o graduate of Queens' with 
a BSc and MPI, used Newburgh's post 
econon.ic history to explain its growth, 
decline and present circumstances. 

Newburgh's history is somewhat 
typical of villages and towns in the 
region -- it reached a peak of pros- 
perity in the late 1800s, suffered the 
common devastating fires, and eventu- 
ally dwindled in importance as an in- 

creasingly mobile society looked to 
Napanee and Kingston for their ser- 


"he 


vices. 

In the early days, there were num- 
erous centres, all isolated to a much 
greater degree, each with their own 
hinterland. 

The functions were primarily agri- 
cultural service centres, though the 
site of Newburgh was chosen because 
of the availability of water power for 
both grist and saw mills. 

Exports to the U.S. via the Osw- 
ego Canal, and a shift in the lumber 
business from the Ottawa area to the 
north shore of Lake Ontario, brought 
@ prosperity to the whole region, New- 
burgh's labour force predominantly em- 


nd 


he. 


ployed in manufacturing, followed by 
services. 

The economy and the towns were 
based on the Napanee River -- Mos- 
cow, Yarker, Enterprise, were all 
logging outposts. Newburgh supplied 
these areas with agricultural goods, 
and did some milling of lumber. Napa- 
nee was the import/export centre, and 


county seat. 
Newburgh reached its peak be- 


declin 


eS 


tween 1865-71, with a population of 
1,200, but steadily declined losing 
50% of the population by 1920. 


A fire in 1887 took 84 buildings, 


and after another in 1902, many busin- 
esses simply gave up. Logging had 
shifted to Georgian Bay, and agricult- 
ure surpassed logging and pulp and paper 
in importance, so that the outposts de- 
pendent on it slowly shrunk in size. 


Today, 65% of Newburgh's labour
